WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Trading is quiet—Tomatoes break below the dollar— 
Jobbers stocks small—Other articles in light de- 
mand—The excitement in the Metal Market. 


The canned foods market remains practically where 
it was at the time of our last Review. If there has been 
any alteration it is-seen in the slight sag of tomato prices, 
sales of No. 3 standard tomatoes at 97%4c being reported 
in this week’s Daily Tomato Market reports, and the brok- 
ers are marking their prices at these figures. And yet all 
say that the big holders are not letting go at these prices. 
It is not strictly true to say that all the big holders are not 
letting go, for some of them are. But if it were understood 
that what made some holders big was the gathering in of all 
kinds of tomatoes—just so they were tomatoes—when the 
market commenced to advance, and that these holders are- 
now unloading a lot of their poorer stuff, there might be - 
found somewhat of an answer to the puzzle of what is the 
matter with the tomato market. Even some of he old and 
long experienced packers took in tomatoes, under the influ- 
ence of a rapidly advancing market, the quality of which 
they certainly were not familiar with. We have seen such 
goods under prominent labels as were never packed by the 
owners of those labels. 

It may be expected that, now the market has broken 
below $1, there will be increased buying, and the further 
fact that spring promises to put in her delayed appearance, 
making shipments easier and safer ; will add to the amount 
of buying. It is known that jobbers stocks are being worked 
down to the last case, and this must bring its own reaction, 
and a decided one. However, there has been but small ap- 
pearance of anything like this during the past week. 

Future tomatoes are also being neglected, the Balti- 
more packers having withdrawn, and with them a great 
number of the country canners. As a result of this there 
are quotations of 62!4c and 82%c and $2.40 being made 
on futures, for the various sizes of standard goods. 
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Future corn continues to be quoted at low prices, and 
only a fair amount of business is passing. Standard Ever- 
green is quoted at 60@62%c. Fancy Country Gentleman, 
Maine style, in the east at 75c., and in the central west at 
from 80c up. Standard shoepeg or evergreen whole grain 
corn is quoted for futures at 65c, with extras at 70c to 75c, 
and fancy shoepeg up to 85c. 

Standard peas have been selling freely and at low 
prices. The stocks on hand to be obtained at 60c or below 
are growing very small, and Wisconsin reports being prac- 
tically sold out on this grade of peas. Wires from there 
say that the demand for cheap peas is greater than the sup- 
ply, and that both Alaskas and sweets in the larger sizes are 
. almost entirely cleaned up. They note also that the buyers 
are taking the better grade spot peas against their future 
wants, thus duplicating the wise move the buyers made in 
tomatoes last season at this time. It will not be Supris- 
ing, therefore, to see advances in spot peas, as the stocks 
are being taken off the market. 

The amount of spinach on hand is rather small, and all 
attention is being given to the new packed article, which 
will be ready about May Ist. The spinach crop has had a 
very hard time of it this winter, and possibly never before 
has the housewife had to pay such high prices for the fresh 
article in the market. If, however, the season turns favor- 
able from now on there should be a good crop and pack. 
No. 2 future spinach is offered for standard at 65c; No. 3 
at 85c, and No. 10 at $2.75. What is generally referred to 
as “heavy” packed spinach is bringing higher prices. 

String beans are in some demand in this market, but 
are selling at very low prices, standards being quoted at 

Some very low prices are being made on sweet pota- 
toes, due to the desire of some holders to clean out their 
stocks. Quotations of 7oc on large blocks are heard, and 
they have no doubt been accepted. 

Another article that is being ruthlessly sacrificed is 
strawberries, one lot, put up by a good house and said to be 
in 30 degree syrup, having been offered at $1 per dozen for 
No. 2 cans. This is unquestionably an exceptional deal, 
and the market cannot be considered at such prices. 

Herring roe seems to be commanding considerable at- 
tention and is selling at good prices. No. 1 is quoted at 
goc and No. 2 at $1.25. Future No. 1 is held at $1, and No. 
2 at $1.25. 

Sauerkraut is held in this market at 50c. for No. 3, and 
succotash is entirely out of quotations in this market. 


No. I tomato pulp has moved up from 40c to 45¢c. 
Baked beans continue to be quoted high, though the can- 
ners assert they are not making expenses out of them at the 
high cost of the dried beans. 

Possibly the most interesting article in the entire list 
is tin plates, which have been advancing rapidly of late, and 
are now held by those who have any to spare at prices al- 
most double what they were in the early season. The offi- 
cial price is quoted at $4 to $4.25 for 100 Ib. and $4.15 to 
$4.40 for 107 Ib. coke plates, but the holders referred to 
will not part with their stocks below $6, so we are informed. 
Pig tin and lead have also joined the ranks of advancing ar- 


a former being held now at $49.50 and the latter at 
7 to 8c. 


NOTES AND OBSERVATIONS. 


Morgan Line Receiving Shipments—Shipments via New 
York for the Gulf ports have been badly interfered with in re- 
cent months through the freight embargo placed by the rail- 
roads, and this has caused a great deal of trouble and loss to 
the canners of the Eastern section of the country. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad now announces that it will receive shipments 
of canned foods, etc., for the Gulf ports, Texas and other points 
over the Morgan line of steamships, if the shippers will pre- 
viously notify C. S. Krick, Acting General Superintendent, 
Pennsylvania Railroad, New York, or Division Freight Agent 
W. B. Johnson, of the Morgan Line at Baltimore. Upon such 
notification the railroad agents of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
will accept shipments for forwarding to the points mentioned. 

Matters Requiring Attention.—Canners of small fruits and 
vegetables, in which it is difficult to hold the color in the cans, 
such as beets, should read Mr. Gordon Kellogg’s address as 
given in the Fruit Section and recorded in full in this issue. 
Here is a history of the development of a can suitable to meet 
the needs of these canners, the recounting of an amount of 


work in their interest—as well as of the canmakers—that de- 
serves careful attention. r

George W. Cobb, who is 
becoming as famous on the Chautauqua Circuit of the canners 
as Bryan is among the County Fairs, will- be another speaker, 
and a long array of such talent has been arranged. The Get- 
Together Association of the machinery and supply men will 
furnish a lavish entertainment, with plenty of good things to 
eat at the Hotel Dupont—and it may be written down as cer- 
tain that every canner in this section, wide awake enough to 
know that he is in the business—will be on hand. This is the 
opportunity to find out for yourself whether you want to work 
with your fellow-canner, through close association, or try to 
keep on doing by yourself what you seem to think hundreds 
together cannot do. 

Shrimp Packers Meet.—Dr. Jastremski, of New Orleans, 
sent out a call for the meeting of all shrimp packers in the hope 
of forming a Shrimp Section, and the meeting took place on 
the 22nd. There was a good attendance, Secretary Gorrell 
being present, and-one of the speakers, and F. A. Torsch, of 
Baltimore, as well as all the local canners. The matter was 
thoroughly discussed, but no action taken towards the forma- 
tion of this Section. Nearly all these canners are members and 
staunch supporters of the National Canners’ Association. 

It is to be noted, also, that the molasses and syrup packers 
of this Southern section are anxious to join the Association, and 
this represents an immense industry. Molasses is now hermet- 
ically sealed and sterilized so as to insure its perfect keeping, 
and the industry has grown to immense proportions. Here is

Only moderate movement but sales up to average—Market lacks snap—Tomatoes are easy, 
being influenced by other articles—Corn shown only small interest—Market gen- 
erally firm and confidence apparent

New York, March 24, 1916. 

The Market.—Movement in most leading varieties has 
been in moderate volume during the week, and sales have been 
about up to the average for the season. But with spring re- 
quirements reasonably well supplied the purchaser is not quite 
so anxious to secure larger quantities as the seller would like 
to see. What is really wanted now is some thing to inject a 
bit of snap into the situation. Until that time comes the mar- 
ket promises only moderate activity. Confidence in increasing 
strength in the market seems to be returning and sales are 
made, on the whole, at firmer prices. Tomatoes, for example, 
are in a strong statistical position, but because of other infliu- 
ences they are not selling as well as this situation warrants, 
and 97%c has been accepted in too many instances this week. 
In the face of the statistical position the only reason for the 
easy tendency is the light buying and none can say when that 
will improve. Corn is steady, but not much interest beyond 
supplying regular demands is reported. Peas are unchanged, 
but movement appears to be generally light. All supplies of 
spot salmon remain steady. No change is reported in fruits 
and sales are in small lots principally. Most holders are firm 
in their views and refuse to make concessions. 

Tomatoes.—Buyers can still find sellers who will accept 
971%%c for full standard No. 3s, but some are of the opinion that 
the number is growing steadily smaller and that the outlook 
promises better. Yet the situation displays undue weakness 
which none of the factors seem able to explain. Large holders 
will not let their stock go for less than $1.00, and nominally 
the quotation is still $1.07%, as it has been for some weeks. 
For No. 2s the quotation remains at 85c, but it is possible to 
buy below that. No. 10s are not much wanted and $3.60 re- 
mains the nominal figure. In the main this covers the situa- 
tion. Slow buying is unquestionably the dormant factor in the 
market, and slow buying is hardly likely to improve for the 
present, at least. In futures no change is reported, excepting 
that an increasing number of packers are withdrawing from 
the market and are accepting no more orders for the time. Up 
to 80c is asked for No. 3s and No. 2s have sold for 62%c. No 
10s are about the same as heretofore. The change, if any, is 
too small to be considered. The principal factors look forward 
to favorable changes in the near future, the statistical position 
warranting this belief, it is urged. ' 

Corn.—Future Maine stock is held with a fairly firm ten- 
dency at prices ranging from 95c@$1.00 f. o. b. factory. The 
almost total lack of interest displayed by local buyers has pre- 
vented much movement. New York State standards are held 
at 75c, with fancy from 85@90c, though the latter doesn’t 
attract buyers in any considerable numbers. For Southern 
Maine style from 65@70c is asked, with sometimes a seller 
who will take 62%c, and here and there one who wants 72%c. 
Western stock is firmly held at 70@80c. Not much business 
has been done of late, holders maintaining their prices too 
firmly to encourage buyers to operate. In futures the situation 
remains unchanged and sales are made in about the usual 
volume at former prices. Conditions are reasonably promis- 
ing, but no one is ready to say much that pretends to be 
definite. 

Peas.—Standard grades are quiet, though the undertone 
is stronger and buyers will be called upon to pay higher prices 
for what they take in the future. Holders remain steady upon 
substantially all grades, though the lower ones can still be 
bought inside quotations. The upward movement has scarcely 
begun on them, though all the rest are feeling the impulse of 
the upward tendency. Better grades are wanted, but in the 
absence of considerable stocks the market is steady and move- 
ment is light. 

String Beans.—tThe situation varies but little from that 
which prevailed last week. Holders are firm, but they refuse 
to urge sales and buyers are indisposed to pay prices asked. 
Stocks of desirable grades are supposed to be somewhat scarce 
and conditions do not favor any considerable change in the 
situation at present. No. 2s are quoted at 45@47%c; No. 3s, 
67% @70c; No. 10s, $2.15 @2.20. 

agus.—Holders would like to see more orders, but 
they are not complaining of the situation. Buyers are making 
more inquiries, but not many have thus far led to orders. The 
supply is short, though here and there are rumors that it is 
more than ample for requirements until the new pack is ready 


for delivery. Sales of futures have exceeded anything hitherto 
known and some packers have found it necessary to refuse fur- 
ther orders until they know something what the pack is likely 
to be. White tips are quoted at $2.00@2.10 and green tips at 
$1.95 @ 2.00. 

Succotash.—Supplies are light and with slightly increased 
demand prices are firmer. New York State is quoted at 974%4c@ 
$1.02%, and Southern at 90@92%c: The supply of Maine 
pack is practically exhausted in first hands. 

Sweet Potatoes.—Sales are small, but inquiry increases. 
Prices remain steady under light movement. Standard No. 3s 
are held at 7744 @80c and standard No. 10s are quoted firm 
at $2.85 @2.90, 

Spinach.—The market remains steady, without much at- 
tempt by holders to increase it. No. 3s are quiet at 88@87%c 
and No. 10s are held at $2.80@2.85. 


Pumpkins.—It is past the active season, but some inquiry’ 
has developed. Piemakers have run out of supplies. Various 
No. 3s are quoted at 72% @75c and No. 10s are held at 
$2.40 @ 2.50. 

Squash.—While this commodity is akin to pumpkin, it 
hasn’t felt the effects of inquiry. No. 3s are held at 80c@85c, 
but No. 10s are reported exhausted and®quotations are with- 
drawn. 

Fruits.—In a general way the market is not active and 
sales are made in small lots, though prices appear 6f be well 
maintained, notwithstanding the fact that stocksg pA light. 
Buyers are conservative and refuse to take mor _towan’ they 
want at present, consequently sales are relatively light, which 
in the present state of supplies is satisfactory. 

Apples.—No. 10s are steady for State pack, though in a 
few instances sellers have offered them at concessions. Still 
the general statistical situation appears to favor better prices. 
Holders of Southern stock are steady, t*sugh business is light. 
Southern pack is not wanted in any cvhsiderable quantities. 
Maine stock is carce, but buyers are few. New York No. 10s 
are held at $2.40@2.55, which is a wide range, but represents 
the extremes in each instance. Southern No. 10s are held at 
$2.15 @2.20, Southern No. 2s are quiet at 45@47%c, and No. 
3s are firm at 65@67%4c. Western No. 10s are held at 
$2.15 @ 2.25. 

Apricots.—The supply of desirable grades is light and 
prices are firmly maintained. xtra standard No. 2%s are 
quoted at $1.60@1.70 and extra 2%s are $1.75@1.80. No. 
10s are firm at $5.60, with very little demand. ‘ 

Peaches.—Holders insist upon full prices, but movement 
checked abroad may make a difference here. Holders ask full 
prices, but they do not always get them. Standard No. 3 
Southern yellows are held at $1.15@1.20; whites, $1.10@ 
1.15; No. 10s, yellow, $4.25@4.50; Michigan No. 10s, $2.25; 
New York No. 10s, $2.25@2.50. , 

Pears.—Some demand is reported, but in the main busi- 
ness is light. Conditions favor the holder. New York No..2 
Bartletts are held at $1.30; California standard No. 2s are firm 
at $1.85@2.00, and extra No. 2s are strong at $2.25@2.50. 
No. 8s are firm at $3.00@3.50. 

Pineapples.—The situation hasn’t changed much of late 
and.-holders are firm in their views. Southern grated are held 
at $1.371%41.40; sliced, No. 2s, $1.12% @1.20; No. 10 pies, 
gratéd, $2.90@3.10. 

Blueberries.—Maine stock is scarce and holders are firm 
at $6.50@6.70 for No. 10s. Southern pack is hard to obtain 
and quotations are largely a matter of negotiation between 
buyer and seller. . 

Blackberries.—Movement is light and prices well main- 
tained. No. 2s are firm at 60@65c; extra standard No. 2s, 
85 @90c; No. 10s, $3.00@3.25. 

Gooseberries.—No. 2 standards are firm at 50@60c and 
No. 10s are unchanged at $2.75 @3.00. 

Raspberries.—In the main the market is quiet at $5.25 @ 
5.50 for No. 10s. 

Strawberries.—Movement has increased a shade during 
the week, but it has influenced prices scarcely at all. Standard 
No. 2s are quoted at 75@9b5c; extra standard No. 2s, $1.10@ 
1.15; extra standard No. 2s in syrup, $1.30@1.35; No. 10s,

Bad Weather.—We had several bright days the past week 
until Wednesday, when an awful wet rainy snow blizzard came 
in from the northeast across the lake and sent the robbins and 
other harbingers of spring scurrying to shelter. The building 
operations in Chicago planned for the spring and summer are 
very extensive, but weather of this kind delays them, and re- 
tards the employment of thousands of workmen waiting for 
“working weather.” The cold is not too severe so as to pre- 
vent shipping, which is a very pleasing considération and distri- 
bution wil? -still go on without serious interruption, “tnless a 
cold snap should ensue.

Then there has been much smaller quantities of tomatoes 
held in warehouse in Chicago by first hand owners than in pre- 
vious years because the pack was short and prices higher and 
canners sold out more closely than usual and did not have to 
gold to try to escape loss. 

Futures do not seem to be attracting much attention or 

interest, as the dictum has gone forth that all the butchers and 
bakers and candle-stick makers are going to can tomatoes 
this year.

Canned Peas.—This article seems to be more in favor 
with buyers than anything else in the canned foods line. The 
low prices and excellent quality of last year’s pack seem to 
have heavily stimulated the consumption of canned peas and a 
heavy distribution is in progress. Stocks in first hands are 
still large, however, and there are no indications or prospects 
of an improvement in prices in the near future.

I was not surprised at the aM.i,cical ability and thought 
shown in the address, because I knew that Broter Cobb was a 
man of fine observing and reassuring power an source, but 
I was pleased because he is gifted with such fine ‘humor that 
people have come to expect to be entertained angggmused by 
him rather than instructed and informed. He hasine adapta- 
bility, however, and is like the negro’s rabbitewhich he had 
caught in a trap and over which he was soliloquizing and said, 
“Rabbit, you is good stewed and fried and baked and biled and 
roasted and drided; fac’ is you is good any way you comes on - 
de table,” and he can deliver a humorous original monologue 
in better style than could “Bill Nye” and write a practical paper 
like the one I am talking about, which is a classic on the sub- 
ject, and beyond which we need go no farther. 

He handles his subject by the core, for he has been a prac- 
tical canner, and now as a can manufacturer is deeply inter- 
ested in the progress of the industry, and most thoroughly in- 
formed as to its needs. 

The trouble about accepting the views of the average ad- 
vertising professional or agency man is that his attitude is in- 
competent and essentially selfish. He wants canners and deal- 
ers to spend a lot of money for advertising in order that he can 
get a commission on the amount spent and trust to luck or his 
poor judgment to get back results from their outlay. 

George Cobb’s purpose in writing about advertising and 
suggesting it is to sell more canned foods, and indirectly more 
cans, and being a part of the industry and expecting to do his 
part of the advertising, he writes from a commanding and prac-. 
tical viewpoint and sincerely, for his heart is in the work.: 
That is why he has written the sine-quo-non on advertising of. 
canned foods, and hereafter when anyone asks me something 
about the subject, I am going to refer him to George W. Cobb's 
address to save time and trouble, like the man who pasted the 
Lord’s Prayer on his bedpost, pointed at it, said ‘‘Lord, them’s 
my sentiments,” and jumped into bed.

We are not ready to say that the ideal has been reached—we 
are not ready to say that no perforations whafever will occur, nor * 
are we ready to guarantee this Renamel can against perforations. 
In fact, as I have told some of my packing friends, if the-can does 
what we think it will do, it will be unnecessary to guarantee. against 
perforations. There wofi’t be any. We are, however, ready to 
recommend the Rename] can, to say further that we do not think 
it necessary, in theelight of experiments, to use anything but “C. S.”

‘hat we term C. S. Plate, from 1914 on, and although the plate 
.. considerably more expensive, no extra charge was made to 
.e packer. Right here it might well be said that this C. S., or 
»spper steel plate, should not be confounded with a copperlined 
ai or anything of the kind. Copper is not in very good repute 
with the Pure Food authorities and does not mix well with foods. 
It would seem to be decidedly wrong and misleading to emphasize 
the word “copper” in connection with food containers. There is 
only an infinitestimal amount of copper used in this steel, and 
** with the steel simply forms a slightly increased molecular 
den..cy. In other words, the individual grains, of which the steel 
is composed, are combined more closely, and consequently resist 
corrosion and acid action more strongly. As the steel is coated 
with tin and does not come in contract with the food contents, it is 
obviously improper to emphasize the copper-lined feature. We 
simply refer to the plate as “C. S.” and let the results speak for 
themselves. 


i‘o continue, however, our mechanical department had been en- 
deavoring earnestly to develop apparatus which would spray en- 
amel in such form as to completely coat the inside of the can. It 
was realized that while the coating of tin plate in the flat was a 
decided advantage, the mechanical operations of can-making of 
necessity must abrase and scratch the coating somewhat. It was 
agreed that if a mechanical device could be perfected, which would 
spray the completed enamel can, both ends and body, after it had 
been made, and if this enamel could be baked on and brought toa 
sufficient degree of hardness and tenacity that the ideal would 
nearly have been reached. There would then be no question of the 
acid coming into contact with either the tin coating or the steel 
base, by means of some ebrasion so fine as to require a microscopic 
examination to find it. In 1913 an experimental spraying machine 
was devised, which was used in a small way in re-enameling cans 
which had already been enameled in the ordinary way. These first 
cans were packed with various kinds of high acid content red fruits 
and the experimental pack carefully watched. Cuttings were fre- 
quently made, and to the surprise of almost evervome who saw 
the cans after the fruit had been packed for six or eight months, 
there was no appreciable di:..-ence in the appearance of the en-

_ 0% It acts as a very effective detinning agent, but backs 
ee i . comes to attacking the steel itself, On the other hand, 
the acid of red fruits has as great an affinity for steel as it has 
for tin. The acid of rhubarb attacks the tin Qoating by means of 
some overlooked scratch or abrasion, and eats away at the tin coat- 
ing until a space is left between the enamel and the steel, and there 
is nothing for the enamel to cling to. It then,has a tendency to 
flake off or peel, where no such actien takes ce in most red 
fruits’ Through our experiments we have discov. red. that a slight- 
ly different process for rhubarb cans makes ena*hei cling more 
closely to the tin, and has been of material advantage, in doing away 
with this flaking or peeling. 

1 have endeavored to cover the history of the enamel can and 
to tell you of some of the work that has been done in the per- 
fecting of a more perfect containér for red fruits, and, of neces- 
sity, I have been compelled to go pretty far back into the past, in 
order that I might make my story intelligent. What I have aimed 
to do is to give the fruit packers a little more confidence in thé 
container which they use, and a little more assurance in getting 
out and urging the sale of red fruits in enamel sanitary tins. 
I have made you appreciate, even-in a small measure, the amount 
of work that has been done in the past, and will be done in the fu- 
ture, in perfecting a containeg for fruits, this assurance added to 
your own knowledge Of packing problems, of the uncertainty of 
crops, and the endless variations in the price of raw material and 
labor, I have no doubt that you will feel more like maintaining 
profitable selling prices for a food product, in connection with 
which there are so many problems. _

After a lengthy discussion on various matters of interest to the 
Association, a motion was made, duly seconded and carried that the 
meeting adjourn. 


$25,000 LOST BY THE VIRGINIA CANNERS 


Secretary W. C. Smiley announced at the recent meeting of 
the Virginia Canners’ Association that the members of that body, 
numbering about three hundred, had lost the profits which were 
rightfully due them on the last pack of tomatoes, and that this 
amounts to not less than twenty-five thousand dollars. 

He informed those present at Roanoke on Thursday, March 
16th, that had the Association had the funds necessary to carry 
on the work, that he could have given the members information 
that would have netted them this amount in increased — 

He deplored the fact that so many members had failed to pay 
up their 1915 dues, declaring that it is humanly impossible for any 
man to serve a body of men intelligently and successfully unless 
a men will subscribe the necessary funds to carry on the 
work. 

In 1915 the Virginia canners to a large extent sold their toma- 
toes at prices ranging around fifty cents for 2s and seventy cents 
for 3s; these sales continued even while the market was quoted at 
considerably higher prices, until finally the Virginia packers had 
sold out, and by the time the prices of eighty cents for twos and 
one dollar for 8s had been reached the average packer in Virginia 
had no goods to sell and had made no profit on what goods he had* 
already sold. 

In his condemnation of this practise of short-sightedness he 
emphasized the need of information and begged the members and 
other canners of Virginia to read the trade papers and keep them- 
selves better posted as to actual market conditions. He scored 
those packers who relied entirely upon the judgment and advice 
of their brokers; and, in fact, condemned the packers for relying 
upon any one source of information, and brought home to them 
the fact that it is necessary to read as much information as pos- 
sible, talk with your neighbors, listen to your broker, use your 
own common sense, and then sum up the whole and act as.your 
best judgment dictates. When the packer who has goods to sell 
knows the market in Virginia, the Baltimore market, the New 
York and Chicago market, and also reads the brokers’ views on 
the same subject, then he has a fair guide to go by. No one of 
these will do; you must have them all to be neutral. 

The convention was called to order at 10.30 A. M., Thursday, 
March i6th, 1916, by President F. D. Bolton. 

An impressivein invocation was delivered by the Rev. Emory 
Crumpacker. The address of welcome was made by Mr. Taylor 
Gleaves, president of the Roanoke Chamber of Commerce, to which 
Mr. J. W. Ikenberry responded. 

Mr. Gleaves heartily welcomed the canners and praised the 
members for the good work they do, and the appreciation that fs 
due them from the general public. His address was one of good 
cheer and good sound advice. ‘ 

Mr. Ikenberry responded very tastefully and appropriately. 
although his latter remarks were of more interest to politicians 
than canners. 

Following Mr. Ikenberry’s response to the address of welcome. 
President F. D. Bolton rendered his annual address, which we give 
here in full, as follows: 


ADDRESS OF F, D. BOLTON. 


President of the Virginia Canners’ Association, March 16, 1916. 
Gentlemen and Fellow-Canners: 

Iam glad to be with you again in our Annual Meeting to dis- 
cuss with you the things which need our attention. 

I want to congratulate you on the past year’s w . I can- 
not say the Association has done all that it could ha’ done, or 
should have done, yet with the limited means placed in the hands 
of our Secretary it has done well. 


Present Condition. 


We have just passed through a remarkable year, as you all 
know. We started out with prices for future tomatoes at 65c per 
dozen, and some sold as low as 62%c., as the season changed from 
one of the most promising to one of practical failure in some sec- 
tions. The price was forced up until it went over the dollar 
mark, and now we are feeling the effect of the rapid rise which 
has cut consumption to some extent. Yet, we need nat be alarmed, 
as we have five of the best consuming months before us before any 
new canned tomatoes will be on the market, and you will find 
that there will be barely enough tomatoes at present prices to 
carry us through. 

Futures, 


Our future market is in good shape: The market is strong at 
60c for twos and 80c for thrées, which will hold good if we have 
a large pack and everything pertaining to the business moves on 
well; but suppose things don’t go smooth. What happened to the 
tomato pack last year when everything looked bright? The rains 
came and drowned them out. The blight struck them and they 
fell from the vines, and the crop was cut down half, and even more 
in some sections. Now don’t be afraid of future sales and go to 
cutting prices. I would not be surprised if some of us will wish 
we had not sold futures before the present year’s pack is on the 


market. 
Confidence. 


Now, my fellow-canners, if werare going to get the best re- 
sults from our Association, we must*have confidence in it. Are 
you going to be guided by any man in whom you place no confi- 
dence? Are you going to be guided by any body of men in whom 
you place no confidence? Now, if you have no confidence in the 
men you have at the head of your Association, place such men at 
the head as you will have confidence in, and then give them your 
support in word and deed. Don’t go away from here and say I 
do not intend to support the Association because something or 
somebody is not just what you like. If you do not like anyone 
who may be nominated for some office in the Assciation, why just 
say so at the time, and if you have a good reason for your ob- 
jection the Association will back you. The outcome of confidence, 
if you have confidence in anything, is that you are not afraid to 
put your money in it. Now, this Association will not run by per- 
petual motion; it must have some kind of power behind it. We 
cannot use water power, electn y, or even gas to run this Asso- 
ciation (for the latter has be roughly tested) but to get what 
we want from this, Associati must have money, for we can- 
not give you the market report without money. Where will we 
get our stationery, stamps, and what good Samaritan, outside of 
our present secretary (Mr. Smiley) will work for you, pouring in 
oil and wine, without compensation? No business on earth will 
prosper without the necessary means to run it. Let us stand by 
our Association and furnish the funds needed. I guarantee you 
will reap a rich reward. 


How We Will Be Rewarded, 


Take the market report, for instance. If you know the market 
is 97%c and 75c for tomatoes, are you going to sell at 65c and 90c? 
No, if anyone comes and offers you less than this report calls for, 
you will tell him the market is so much. It makes you confident. 
It is a guide by which you transact business. How would you like 
to be without this report? Is it worth anything to you? If so, sub- 
scribe to help keep it up. Your future market was started away 
below what it should have been, and reports given out which were 
not justified. What did your committee do? They took the mat- 
ter up at once and gave the canners actual conditions just as they 
were, and checked this unjustified downward move of futures. Is 
this work worth anything to you? If so, then support it. 


Just a few weeks ago a committee went from ur Association 
to Richmond, to see after your interests regarding* an employers’ 
liability bill, which bill, if passed, would jeopardize the canning 
interest in Virginia. Do you approve of the Association’s action 
in this matter? If so, back them up with the necessary funds to 
meet these expenses. 


Future Prospects. 


The general conditions throughout the United States are good. 
Business in all lines is on the upward move. All the great canned 
foods consuming sections are working totheir limit, which prom- 
ises a large consumption of our product this year. Let us take 
courage and go forward, relying on and supporting the best source 
of information: “THE VIRGINIA CANNERS’ ASSOCIATION.” 

I want to thank all the officers and committees for the way 
they have worked with me since I have been president of this As- 
sociation It has been a great pleasure to me to find you always 
ready to meet any emergency, and at no time have you failed to 
back me up in anything that looked to the advancement of the 
interest of the Association 

Lastly, I want to thank Mr. Smiley, your faithful Secretary, 
who has done much and made many sacrifices for the good of this 
Association.” 

The report of Secretary W. C. Smiley was then read for the 
benefit of the members. He dwelt at length upon the immense 
amount of good that a true organization of canners in Virginia 
could bring about, and emphasized the huge amount of money the 
packers of Virginia are losing every season, as explained in the 
forepart of this report. . 

The Treasurer’s report was also read by Mr. Smiley, and it 
disclosed an unsatisfactory bank balance. 

The Nominating Committee had already been appointed at the 


executive meeting, held a half-hour previous to the present ses-" 


sion, but the Committee on Resolutions was appointed.as follows: 
W. P Crumpacker, Frank Shaver and W. G. Spigol. 


It was brought out that practically none of the Virginia pack- 
ers carry any insurance, and at this point Mr. F. L. Smiley took the 
floor to tell the members that they owe a great debt of thanks to 
the members of the Legislative Committee of the Association for 
some good work they did last season. He explained that an Em- 
ployer’s Liability Act which was before the Virginia Legislature 
had been successfully diverted from the canning industry. Had 
this Bill been passed the Virginia packer would have been required 
to insure every workman in his factory, every picker in his fields 
and every other person in any way conected with the harvesting, 
growing or canning of the crop. Much of this work was done at 
the personal expense of the Committee, and each member has been

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saved hundreds of dollars each year; in fact, the expense would 
have been so heavy that the majority of Virginia canners wou 
now be out of business, it is claimed. 


Some discussion then began on the pending Child Labor Bill 
before the National Senate at Washington, which prohibits the 
working of any children under the age of fourteen. A few of the 
members seem to fear this bill, but some of the older and more 
experienced packers talked on the possible effect, and the opinion 
developed that very few canners use children under this age, and 
that they would be better without them. No special complaint will 
be made as to the passing of the bill, but the Legislative Commit- 
tee will keep in touch with the requirements of the Act and keep 
the members posted regarding its demands upon the Virginia pack- 
ers. Only those packers who are paid up and in good standing 
will receive the assistance of the Association. 


George F. Murray, of Boone Mill, was prominent in the discus- 
sion of legislative matters, and proved himself equal to the occa- 
sion. 


At this point Secretary Smiley announced that the Virginia 
Can Co., through its general manager, Mr. F. W. Schultz, and the 
Benford Can Company had invited all the members to dinner at the 
Roanoke Hotel. This invitation was later reread to include all 
those present, whether members or not, and also the supply men 
present and the only trade journal representative. 


Before adjourning for the afternoon session the condition of 
the Association treasury was again referred to, and Mr. J. a 
Simmons, of the American Can Company, started a movement to 
wipe out the deficit by subscribing twenty dollars to a fund; this 
was immediately followed by donations from the Continental Can 
Company, through Mr. R. A, Rouse; from the Southern Can Com- 
pany, through James A. Colbert; from the Bedford Can Company, 
from the Virginia Can Company, through Mr. F. W. Schultz, and 
from a representative of “The Canning Trade.” These donations 
to the treasury stimulated interest and brought the members pres- 
ent to their feet, so that a great many came forward and — up 
heir 1915 dues and thereby closed the meeting in high spirits, and 
all in excellent mood to enjoy a good dinner. 


The Dinner at the Roanoke. 


The Roanoke Hotel had prepared three long tables in the main 
dining room of the hotel, extending the entire length of the room. 
Fully two hundred men were present to enjoy this treat, and the 
writer enjoyed the privilege of sitting near Mr. F. W. Schultz, one 
of the hosts, whose smile of approval and satisfaction spread good 
cheer broadcast. 


President F. D. Bolton acted as toastmaster, and called upon 
many prominent men to speak. One of these, Mr. 
arranged for, and he made an excellent address, full of good hu- 
mor and bright wit, as well as appropriate stories, but the im- 
mense crowd was so eager to get at the dinner that it was diffi- 
cult to hear distinctly. The rattle of knife and fork was inces- 
sant, and while it speaks well for the excellent quality of the food 
served, it is unfortunate that more could not have heard the talk. 


Mr. W. C. Smiley responded to the chairman’s request very 
nicely, and thanked the two can companies for their generous hos- 
pitality, and also thanked those who subscribed to the fund to re- 
habilitate the treasury.

Towards the end of the dinner President Bolton slipped over 
quite a few surprises by calling on some of the younger men of 
the gathering, who had no idea they would be called, and their 
embarrassment and confusion were thoroughly enjoyed by the rest.

Mr. R. A, Rouse, of the Conti- 
nental Can Company, was called upon, but he was equal to the oc- 
easion, and succeeded in delivering quite an interesting talk of a 
few minutes.

The afternoon session opened at 2.30 with the report of the

Following this a Financial Committee was appointed, whose 
duty it will be to encourage other members to keep their dues 
paid up; this committee consists of W. C. Spigol, J. .

F. L. Smiley, W. P. Crumpacker and J. W. Gillespie. 


The Nominating Committee, which consisted of Messrs. M. T. 
Sink, .O B. Jamison and B. R. Ikenberry, nominated the following 
men for service during the coming year: F. D, Bolton, president; 
Henry Warden, vice-president; J. F. W. Huddleston, vice-presi- 
dent; W. M. Layman, vice-president; O. B. Jamison, vice-president, 
and W. C. Smiley, secretary. 


All these were unanimously elected, though President Bolton 
ealled attention to the fact that quite a few members failed to vote 
either yes or no, to which he objected, and requested that they 
make known their. choice one way or the other. J. W. Gillespie 
thought that in future it would be a good idea to nominate double 
the number of offices to be filled, giving the voting members an 
opportunity to select one-half the ballot and reject the other. 

It was declared that any member, even though a canner, if he 
also be a broker, is not eligible to act in the capacity of an execu- 
tive officer of the Association. 


President Bolton introduced Dr. F. D. Fromme, Plant Patholo- 
gist of the Virginia Agricultural Experiment Station at Blacks- 
burg. Dr. Fromme spoke at some length on the different fungus 


diseases which attack the tomato vine, the appearance of the 
leaves and stems when attacked and how the disease may be de- 
termined. He briefly explained how some of these ravages may be 
checked or exterminated, and strongly recommended spraying all 
potato and tomato vines, as it will eventually have to be done in 
all tomato growing sections, he reminding the members that the

sooner it is begun the easier it will be to control the otherwise in- 


creasing frequency of these attacks. The sterilization of seed 
beds by the use of live steam, which should; be played upon the 
early spring beds to clean and sterilize them just as you would a 
piece of machinery; he says this will protect the plants against 
“damping off,” which disease is contracted when the seeds are 
pienies in the hot beds. He recommends spraying with Bordeaux 

ixture as the best all-round preparation for tomatoes and potato 
vines Potato vines, he says, are very favorable breeding spots for 
the same diseases which attack tomatoes, and if planted near one 
another should be given the same treatment. 


FoHowing Dr. Fromme, the secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce gave a short but interesting talk on the value of working 
ae Roanoke in the sale and purchase of goods used in that 
section. . 


President Bolton then introduced Dr. J. B. Weems, Chief 
Chemist, Department of Agriculture, Richmond, who talked to the 
gathering on the soil relation of one class of fertilizer material to 
another. His remarks were good and practical, but he spoke from 
notes on several different subjects, and, as the time was limited, 
none of the subjects were carried out to a conclusion, 


Following this address, the committee on the three per cent. 
brokerage question made its report, in which it recommended that 
the members of the Association decline to pay more than two ‘ad 
cent. brokerage, and also recommend the formation of a selling 
committee to handle this class“of%subjects. an 
was appointeé. This resoluti ll guide the members of the 
Virginia Canners’ Association 1 it can investigate and make 
a further and more comprehensive report on the three per cent. 
question. 

The meeting then adjourned.

CANNING NEWS AND NOTES. 
x. — 

The Newberg Canning Association of Newberg, Yamhill 
County, Oregon, held meetings on February 14th and 19th, and 
outlined the work of the cannery for the 1916 season. This 
is a co-operative concern. 

The officers of the Lewis Valley Canning Co., a co-opera- 
tive factory at’ Chehalis, Wash., met recently, in session with 
the other members of the company, and explained that the 
factory had been a big success last season. 

California’s recent orders to pay a stipulated, established, 
minimum wage to women workers, as well as the ordinance 
prohibiting women from working more than a certain number 
of hours in any given time, has brought out the fact that 
many canning factories were already paying higher wages than 
those stipulated by the commission; and it also has been shown 
that canneries permit the workers to stop when theyplease, 
or to work as long as they please, and that the sanitary con- 
ditions have been far superior to other workers’ surroundings. 
The order, it is predicted, will be harmful to the farmer and 
to the working women, as the former must pay higher wages 
than heretofore, and the women will not be able to earn more 
than $2.50 per day, whereas they used to make as high as $7 
per day. 

The Atanta Canning Co., the Wayland Canning Co., and 
the Cohocton Canning Co., all in Steuben County, N. Y., are 
reported to be working on an imm@gse order for canned beef 
and vegetable soup for the French army. This order will re 
quire the combined facilities of the three factories and will 
keep them busy for some time. ; 

Mecklemburg County, North Carolina, has many co-opera- 
tive unions of one kind or another, including credit unions, 
and now they propose a co-operative canning factory to take 
care of their increasing yields of fruits and vegetables. A 
meeting at Charlotte was recently held but the report is not 
yet in tangible form for publication. 

The town of Gridley, in Butte County, California, is an- 
xious for another cannery, and a meeting of the farmers and 
business men was held there about the middle of February.

aid lightning storm, those who had journeyed to the metropolis of 
Easton to attend the special meeting of the Maryland Canners’ Asso- 
ciation on Wednesday, March 22nd, thought the prospects poor for any 
kind of an attendance, as the rain came down in torrents. The Falcons 
of the industry had swooped down the night before upon this quaint 
and pretty hamlet, filling every room and habitation, patiently awaiting 
the arrival. of their prey; and they were not disappointed, except that 


the canners arrived in flocks and droves a few minutes after the hour 
set (10 A. M.) for the opening session in the Court House and. filled 
every seat and bench and jury box in this rather large courtroom. And 
so the machinery and supply men and brokers, coming from as far 
north as Niagara Falls and Buffalo, as represented by S. M. Ryder and 
H. C. Elwood, and from as far west as Chicago, as represented by Paul 
W. Paver, formed the usual welcoming committee, but had scant chance 
to meet and greet their guests, as with the interruption of the meeting 
in the court house, the entire body adjourned to the town hall for the 
banquet, and with that served, fled again as suddenly as they had 
arrived, not waiting for the completion of the program, much less the 
attention of their devoted satellites. 


The meeting was called to order by President W. M. Wright, who 
eens Mayor Joseph B. Seth. who wished to welcome the conven- 
on. 


A most hearty welcome was extended by Colonel ‘Seth, including 
the turning over of the keys of the city, and an invitation to use the 
privileges that were lavishly extended. Colonel Seth made himself one 
of the convention by showing that he had been in the canning business 
ee in its earliest days, in 1865, having at that time packed oysters at 

altimore. 


Secretary Strasbaugh then read the minutes of the last meeting, and 
outlined the reasons for the present meeting. ° 


The father of the Maryland Canners’ Association and one of its 
ablest supporters and advocates, Mr. E. A. Kerr, president of the 
Canned Goods Exchange, was obliged to be absent owing to sickness in 
his family, and Mr. Hugh S. Orem was induced to take his place, to 
respond to the address of welcome, and to answer the question which 
Mr Kerr had intended to handle, *‘What’s the Use?” 


Mr. Orem was in splendid form, for accomplished orator that he is, 
this sudden calling upon him could not catch him unawares, and he 
responded with the thanks of the Association to the Mayor for his wel- 
come and to the Easton Hospitality Committee for the warmth of their 
greeting and the attention they had shown and for the good things in 
promise, yet unfulfilled, but which were assured. 


Then answering to the question, “What's the use?” Mr. Orem 
showed clearly what is the use of Association work, of trying to bring 
ali Maryland canners into one harmonious whole, for their own protec- 
tion and for the betterment of the entire business. ‘“‘What was the use,” 
he asked, ‘of the early canners of condensed milk, who in 1856 packed, 
but 2,000 cans and yet in 1915 produced over 450,000,000 cans of milk? 
The Lord knows you Maryland canners have good reason to organize 
and fight the defamation that has been going about the country on all 
Maryland canned foods, and by such organization put Maryland at the 
top of them all, where the products of this State are entitled to be 
because of their quality’? He told them to keep on trying and that 
sometime they would strike the responsive chord when all would be in 
harmony. He reminded them that there was no better organization in 
the country than the Nationa! Canners’ Association, and that it should 
have every canner’s support. 


The chair then introduced ex-President George 
speak vpon “Co-operation.” 


In responding Mr. Numsen said that it was fitting that this con- 
vention should be held in Easton, as it was a fact that the first can 
of tomatoes packed on the Peninsula was Fe up at HRaston Point by 
his grandfather. As for co-operation Mr. Numsen reminded nis hear- 
ers that six men working together could do more than one jaan, and 
that what is true here is just as true with the canners and their in- 
dustry. He asked what they would think of in army, every separate 
company of which insisted upon going on ‘its own hook’ and doing 
as it pleased or thought best. He said there mnst be co-operation, 
with one directing head, and a united front in business as in the army, 
and that it was time the canners of this oldest canning State in the 
Union began to realize this, and acted upon it. He instanced that God 
intended men to work together and not stray off in solitary fashion, 
and that all progress in the world had sprung from co-operation of man 
with his fellow-man; that the worst heresay every enunciated was that 
“there is no friendship in business.” Just the contrary, he showed, 
there is no business without friendship—that.a buyer would not place 
his order with you if he did not feel a friendliness towards you. All 
other industries are organized, and the Maryland canners should be. 
He said he thought Wm. H. Nicholls, ex-presideut of the Brokers’ As- 
sociation, description of the value of association best described this. 
Mr. Nicholls said that there once was an old darky who was proud of 
his ability to handle a whip. One day showing off before an admiring 
lot of other negroes, the old darky said: “See dat fly (snap of the whip 
—and the fly’s gone): see dat wasp (snap of the whip and wasp is 
killed).”’ And then one of them pointed out a yellow-jackets’ nest, and 
said, “Uncle, let’s see you snap dat.” “Oh! no,” said the old darky, 
“de’ms organized.” And Mr. Numsen showed that the canners cannot 
fight encroachments upon their rights unless organized. He quoted the 
president of a local Wholesale Grocers’ Association as saying that a 
wholesale grocer not in an association is a curiosity, and may well be 
suspected of slipping backwards. 


“The trouble is,” he said, “that we do not think. There are but few 
men who can think. Lots of men think they think, but they do not. The 
remedies in our business must be effected by ourselves, not by others. He 
closed urging all canners to sign up as members of the Maryland Can- 
ners’ Association, and so help their own cause, as is their duty reminding 
them that there were no paid officers, and that no one got more from 
the association than another, and that the dues being but $5 were cer- 
tainly not a stumbling block to any man in the business.

DR. BIGELOW SPEAKS 


' The chair then introduced Dr. W. D. Bigelow, Chief of the Labora- 
tory of the National Canners’ Association, and the Doctor spoke upon 
the dark color produced in corn through the use of copper cooker- 
fillers, explaining that this dark color came after leaving the cookers 
stand idle for several days, when a thin film of dioxide formed over the 
surface of the copper, on the interior of the cooker. To the eye the 
cooker might seem bright and clean, and frequent washings, before 
The. juice and acid of the corn, how- 


dark condition‘complained of. The remedy. is to “tin” the inside of the 
copper cookers, as most corn canners have now done. He offered to 
send the Laboratory Bulletin No. 6 covering this question in detail, to 
anyone wishing it. 

Speaking on tomatoes Doctor Bigelow called attention to the danger 
of adding water to the product in what might be called an uninten- 
tional manner. A number of canners have ——— the method of pre- 
heating the tomatoes before filling, and do this by inserting a steam 
pipe into the hopper of the filler. When the steam hits the cold toma- 
toes it condenses and as much as 15 per cent. of added water has been 
found to result. Others drain off the juice before filling, then heat 
the juice with an open-pipe or coil, and fill back into the canse. At the 
beginning this juice may not show much added water, but by the end 
of the day’s run it has been found to contain as much as 2 per cent. 
added water. Any suptem that results in adding water to the finished 
product must be avoided, as the vernment does not care how the 
water gets in, if it be there the go will be proceeded against, as some 
have been this season. for the man who deliberately adds it with a 
hose, the industry must take steps to protect itself against him, as he is 

enemy of the business and must be driven out. The two systems 
mentioned might be employed if closed coils or pipes are used to heat 
the tomatoes or the juice as the case may be. But the association is 
responsible for this, and should be, and it is the duty of the associa- 
tion to ferret out the deliberate offenders, and to propesty instruct the 
uninformed. Dr. Bigelow asked all supply men to help in this propa- 
ganda so that the trouble may be avoided. 


Just here a*telegram signed by F, A. Torsch, chairman of the To- 
mato Section, and F. E. Gorrell, secretary of the N. C. A., conveyin 
greetings from New Orleans, and expressing the hope that at least 1 
additional signers to ghe Daily Tomato Market Report would be se- 
cured at this meeting. 

The chair then called upon Mr. Wm. Silver to talk on Cost Ac- 
counting, and Mr. Silver responded, giving about the same explanation 
of the cost sheets and the manner of counting costs on tomatoes, as he 
did at the Louisville Convention. His address was published in detail 
in*the issue of The Canning Trade for February 2ist, 1916, and that 
issue should be referred to-and kept for refernce. 

Mr. S. M. Ryder, in onse to questions, pointed otf that there 
was no account taken of 
went on to point out that in the matter of depreciation as soon as a 
machine is placed oe the floor a deduction of 25 per cent. should be 
charged to depreciation, and that the entire plant account should be 
charged with*not less than 10 per cent. every year, to cover renewals 
and the replacement of machinery out of date. 

At this point on behalf of the Easton hospitality “Committee, com- 
posed of members of the industry in Easton, Mr. Wrightson invited the 
convention to adjourn to the town hall, where a banquet had been pre- 
pered, and was now ready, and the entire assemblage was not slow in 
accepting the invitation. 


THE BANQUET. 


The large room of Town Hall, or, as it is more fittingly 
termed, Music Hall, was arranged with one long table at the top, 
and three other tables extending the full length of the room, and 
every seat was soon filled. The canners, the supply men and the 
Easton guests numbered about 175, and enjoyed a finely prepared 
and served dinner, with which was mixed a goodly number of songs, 
lead by W. W. Tingle, and joined in heartily by all present.

Mr. Elwood Andrews, when called upon, said a few words of 
encouragement to the canners, and Dr. Cover did tikewise@ Others 
called upon were found among the absent. 

Toastmaster Wright finally called upon Prof. Henry G. Bell, 
and the Professor made a valiant effort to overcome the hubbub. 


Professor Bell is at the Head of the Soil Improvement Commit- 
tee work. Mr. Bell expl@ined that this work was established in 
Chicago about five years ago. The Natiqnal Fertilizer Associa- 
tion, which finances this work, established this bureau precisely 
to assist in spreading the most up-to-date and scientific methods 
of soil management. Professor Bell bases his teachings on the re- 
sults otained by the foremost experiment stations of this country 
and Europe. He advises soil drainage, the growth of legumes to 
get humus or organic matter in the soil, the wisest and widest use 
of stable manure, the use of lime when necessary and the judicious 
use of feptilizer. He especially ‘emphagizes the fact that for best 
results fertilizers should be chosen of Bich analysis that they will 
meet the special needs of the crops an@ make up for the weak- 
nesses of the soil. 

Sunch fundamental] information should be of great value to 
the canners and the growers of canners’ crops. His lectures have 
been very popular im the New England States and in the Middle 
West. 


Mr. Bell was formerly professor of soils and crops in the 
University of Maine. 


The Soil Department Committee has recently opened an east- 
ern Office at 1428 Munsey Building, Baltimore, where questions rel- 
ative to soil management will be gladly assessed. 


Others called on and not responding were Prof, Norton, of the 
Maryland Agricultural Experiment Station; H. B. Messenger and 
H. T. Nuttle. Mr. Henry Wright managed to get in a few words, 
and the chair-then asked Mr. S. M. Ryder to speak, 


Mr. Ryder opened his remarks by saying that those who did 
not wish to remain in the hall should get out and the doors be 
shut, that those who wished to stay and listen might not be inter- 
fered with. His good voice made itself heard in every corner, and 
quiet resulted. 


Mr. Ryder then outlined what the Supply Association had done 
in the matter of entertaining the various associations, and that it 
intended giving the Tri-State Association a similar entertainment, 
something to eat and some enjoyment, at their two-day session in 
Wiimingon on April 13-14. He urged the practice of bringing the 
ladies to the Convention, and that all meetings be for more than 
a single day or‘afternoon, saying that it was not possible to con- 
duct a successful meeting in an afternoon or single day. 


Mr. William Silver reminded his hearers that there was a 
bill before the Maryland Legislature, appropriating $10,000 for 
the enforcement of proper sanitary inspection, and that the Asso- 
ciation should give its endorsement to this bill of Dr. Caspari. 
His motion endorsing Senate Bill No. 446 was seconded and unani- 
mously passed. 


Mr, Strasbaugh asked all those not then members of the As- 
sociation to sign the blanks which were handed about, and 
in response nearly 30 did so. 


The thanks of the Association were then extended to the 
Hospitality Committee of Easton, to the speakers and to all who 
had taken part in making the meeting a success.

The California Market 


The embargo on fruits is not expected to continue—Asparagus is in demand and advanc- 
ing—Sugar prices effect Pineapple—Fruits are in favorable position—Sales of salmon 
for export have been very heavy—Some newsy news Items along the Pacific Coast.

San Francisco, Cal., March 24, 1916. 

England’s Embargo On Fruits.—California fruit packers 
and brokers express the opinion that the British Government’s 
embargo on canned fruits will have very little effect upon 
prices for spot stocks. A very large part of the 1915 pack has 
already been distributed to the trade and the heavy stocks that 
were purchased for English account have been shipped, ex- 
ports having been heavy last fall and during the first two 
months of the present year. Some small lots that were pur- 
chased for export might still be on hand, but these can be 
cared for by the domestic market if needs be. Just what effect 
the embargo will have on business in futures is a question on 
which opinions differ. As orders are just commencing to come 
in from brokers for the 1916 pack of fruits, subject to ap- 
proval of opening prices, there is practically no demand upon 
which the effects of the order can be registered. If there is no 
change in the embargo between now and the time when new 
prices may be expected, which is usually in June, the cutting 
off of the foreign demand must have some effect upon prices 
and market conditions. However, there is a well-defined opin- 
ion that the embargo will be of short duration and that Cali- 
fornia fruits will be going forward to England next fall as 
usual, with packers further benefitted by the opening of the 
Panama Canal, which is now set for the middle of April. In 
commenting on the embargo officials of the California Fruit 
Canners’ Association call attention to the fact that in the past 
the British market has handled chiefly apricots and pears, 
comparatively few peaches having been purchased. Its con- 
tinuance would probably curtail the pack of the two former 
varieties, but would have but little effect upon the latter. 


Asparagus In Demand.—With spot fruits and vegetables 
in very short supply, the interest of buyers, of late, has been 
centered upon the new pack of asparagus, and early sales have 
broken all former records. Withdrawals are now in order 
and some large packing interests are already so nearly sold out 
of their expected pack that they are accepting orders only 
when the assortments are to their liking. Not only have open- 
ing prices been maintained without the granting of the dis- 
counts usually allowed, but there have been advances. The 
Central California Canneries has withdrawn giant asparagus 
in both white and green, as well as several grades of soup tips, 
and has advanced prices on everything else, the new rates being 
from 10 to 25 cents higher on white and 10 to 20 cents higher 
on green. Other concerns have done likewise and the market 
is in an exceedingly firm condition. The California Fruit Can- 
ners’ Association has withdrawn quotations on No, 2% mam- 
moth, large and medium, white; No. 2% mammoth, green; 
No. 1 square, large and medium white tips; No. 2 tall mam- 
moth white, large white and medium white, and all sizes of 
ungraded. This heavy demand is regarded as being a splendid 
indication of unusual prosperity throughout the country, and 
it is believed that other lines will meet with the same ready 
response from buyers. 

Pineapple.—The spot pineapple market is very strong at 
the advanced prices put out recently, and the big pack of last 
season is rapidly being cared for. Packers are receiving many 
inquiries in regard to future pineapple, but most of them do 
not care to talk business on the new pack, as the sugar market 
is soaring upward, and they prefer to wait until this is more 
settled before naming definite prices. 

Fruits.—Spot stocks of fruits are being rapidly cleaned up 
and assortments in first hands are badly broken. Prices on 


several varieties have been advanced, there having been a re- 
cent raise of 10 cents on No. 2% peaches and apricots and one 
of 25 cents on the No. 10 size. Sales of apricots during the 
past month have been very heavy and a normal spring demand 
will clean up everything on hand before the commencement of 
the packing season. 


Heavy Export Salmon Sales.—One of the most noticeable 
features of the salmon season ‘now coming to a close has been 
the great quantities of fish exported since the first of the year. 
This movement has been heavier than ever before at this sea- 
son of the year and has been mostly on sockeyes and pinks. 
At the present time the spot market is rather quiet, as stocks 
are light and confined to a few varieties. Considerable interest 


is being taken in futures and packers have listened closely to 
the reports that have been in circul to the effect that the 
entire 1916 pack of British Colum sh has been sold to 
English buyers. As this pack is frequently from a fifth to a 
sixth of the entire pack of the Pacific Coast sales of this mag- 
nitude would have a marked effect upon market conditions, 
especially when made so far in advance of delivery. 


Coast News Notes.-@he American Can Compan has been 
granted a permit by theFire Committee of the Board of Super- . 
visors of San Francisco to add a 100-horse power boiler to its 
plant; the California Canneries Company has been given a 
permit to increase its capacity by the installation of boilers to 
generate 325-horse power, and the Western California Fish 
Company has been granted a boilet permit-for the erection of 
a 20-horse power boiler. 


E. J. Martin and H. T. Snuffer, formerly engaged in the 
canning business at Armona, Cal., have announced plans for 
erecting a canning plant at Bakersfield this season to pack to- 
matoes. It is planned to put up about 10,000 cases this year. 


Dr. R. H. Schwartz, of Bakersfield, is also interested in the 
project. 


The San Antonio Growers’ Association will equip a can- 
nery at Chino, Cal., this year for handling the peach and apri- 
cot crop. Nearly 4,000 acres of deciduous fruits have been 
signed up. 

The directors of the Lake County Canning Company, 
which has been operating a cannery at Upper Lake, Cal., are 
considering moving the plant to Utah. 


The plant of the California Fruit Canners’ Association at 
Marysville, Cal., is being placed in shape for operation this 
year, with installation of new machinery and other improve- 
ments. Last season the plant was not operated for the first 
time in many years. 

The Crown Cordial and Extract Co., Watsonville, Cal., will 
pack cherries and berries this season, 


The City Council of Monterey, Cal., has granted a permit 
to Knuts Hovden to erect a fish cannery on the Works Tract. 

Notices have been sent to possible buyers of cannery equip- 
ment by James Keppel Ball, receiver of the British Fisheries, 
Ltd., Vancouver, B. C., that the cannery buildings, equipment 
and holdings of this concern will be sold to the highest bidders, 


April 15th being the last day upon which tenders will be re- 
ceived. 


The recently incorporated Long Fruit Products Company 
has leased a large building at Portland, Ore., and will install a 
cannery and preserving plant to cost $10,000.

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Seattle Salmon Market 


Stocks of salmon are growing small—The prolonged winter throughout the country is 
holding back demand—Export demand keeping traders busy—Sockeyes scarce—No 


future prices as yet—The British Columbia pack for 1916 said to have been contracted 
for by England.

Seattle, Wash., March 24, 1916. 


Salmon.—The foreign demand continues to be the feature 
of the primary salmon market. The export trade has been 
brisk all the week. There seems to be no let-up or indication 
of a let-up in this business. As a result of the steady foreign 
business, stocks here on the Coast are gradually. becoming ex- 
hausted. There are not very many packers who have much to 
offer at present. 

Continued cold weather along the North Atlantic seaboard 
tends to hold back the domestic business. A number of pack- 
ers and brokers today reiterated what they have said many 
times of late, that when the American trade does come into the 
market in the spring, they will find the spot stock pretty well 
cleaned up. 

The export demand has kept dealers here very busy, and it 
is said that nowhere near the effort has been made to interest 
the American buyers that there has been in previous years. 
The foreign buyers have been willing to pay better prices than 
have been obtainable at home, and in some instances the do- 
mestic business has been neglected. 

Prices continue to stiffen. Sales of pinks have been made 
during the week at 80 cents, although the proper spread of 
prices on pinks is undoubtedly 75 to 80 cents, the range de- 


pending upon how badly the buyer wants to obtain certain 


packs. 

As pinks have advanced chums have moved up also, sales 
having been put through this week on the basis of 75 cents. 

As a result of the very early clean-up of the bulk of 
Alaska reds and the subsequent higher prices on what few re- 
mained unsold, medium reds have had and still have a good 
run. The demand has been so active, in fact, and shipments 
so heavy that about all that remain in first hands consists of a 
few one-pound flats, which are held at $1.30. Halves and talls 
in this grade are very scarce. 

A few sockeyes have been offered of late. 
ing like a general stock of this grade available. A few halves 
remain, being quoted at about $1.40. Some 1913 sockeyes are 
still available, it is said, at $1.80 to $1.90. 

The question of futures is commencing to receive atten- 
tion. Many inquiries are coming in. These, for the most part, 
seek ideas of brokers as to probable values on the 1916 pack. 
So far as can be learned nobody is willing to name a definite 
price, but almost without exception brokers and packers state 
that in their opinion the new pack will open at a good stiff 
price, probably above present spot quotations. For instance, 
guesses are being made that Alaska reds. will open at at least 
$1.50, and more likely at $1.60. This should turn out to be a 
very poor year for Puget Sound canneries, for pinks are not 
due to run. Alaska will have to be called upon for practically 
all of the salmon stocks available this season. Preparations 
are being made, of course, for a very large pack, and if the 
raw material can be obtained, there is no doubt but that the 
Alaska pack will establish another record. 

Brokers are advising connections both in this country and 
abroad to get their orders for 1916 fish in early, subject to ap- 
proval of opening prices, so that they may be assured of obtain- 
ing what they need. Packers and brokers say that conditions 
at present strongly resemble the old days, when the entire sea-

Should British Columbia sell 
its entire pack for export, it would do much to stiffen the mar- 
ket, since upwards of a million cases of salmon would be defi- 


mately disposed of. 


The car situation has eased up considerably during the 
past week. Traffic officials promise plenty of cars for some 
time to come. The announcement that the Panama Canal will 
be opened for fraffic April 15th was also of a good deal of 
interest to Coast salmon and other gan goods shippers.

THE OHIO VALLEY CONSOLIDATION. 


Representatives of The Sears & Nichols Co. file@ March 4 
with the Secretary of State articles of incorporation, which will 
charter The Sears & Nichols Canning Co., with a capital stock 
of $1,500,000—$1,000,000 of which is common stock and 
$500,000 preferred. The new company will purchase and con- 
trol The Sears & Nichols Co. and The Scioto Canning Co., of 
Ashville. The Sears & Nichols Co. recently took over the Fair- 
field Canning Co., Amanda, Ohio, and The Morral Canning Co., 
Morral, Ohio, so that the new corporation will consolidate the 
interests of four canning concerns. 

Mr. W. J. Sears, general manager of The Sears & Nichols 
Co., made the following statement concerning the matter: 

“The incorporating of the larger company marks the con- 
summation of negotiations which have been going on for the 
past two months. However, it is along more conservative lines 
than was originally planned, when a number of the larger con- 
cerns in the Scioto Valley contemplated uniting their interests. 
From our standpoint, after careful consideration, we deem the 
smaller undertaking more feasible. 

“The present action is taken in order to give us a larger 
output, thus insuring a larger volume of business, which is 
necessary not only from the standpoint of the demands upon us 
from our trade, but is also deemed necessary to carry and ab- 
sorb our fixed expense. Moreover, the sale of the preferred 
stock of the new corporation will bring us working capital, and 
make it possible for us to begin a conservative but sustaining 
compaign of advertising, which will popularize our products 
in the leading markets, and provide and stimulate a constant 
demand for them. The net result will be to reduce the price 
of our products to the trade and the consumer. 

“The plans for the future management of the new cor- 
poration are well in hand, and we have assurances of the sale 
of a very considerable part of the preferred stock issue. Mr. 
F. M. Nichols will continue as president of the new company. 
Mr. L. A. Sears and Mr. James Reicheldorfer as vice-presiednts. 
Mr. Wayne Caldwell, of the Scioto Canning Co., will take posi- 
tion on the board of directors. Mr. Felix Caldwell, his son, 


will be the manager of the Ashville Branch. 

“‘We wish to say to our friends here and elsewhere that 
this change in our affairs has been entered upon after full and 
careful consideration, and that it has been approved by our 
bankers as a wise and necessary step.”

IT SHOULD BE DONE 


Our readers will recall the time when Prof. Ladd, 
of North Dakota, always a radical in matters of food 
control and manufacture, was anything but friendly to 
the canned foods industry, and so exacting in some of 
his requirements as to be often hostile. The Professor, 
no doubt, suffered, as did Dr. Wiley, from the fact that 
he was one of the pioneers in the pure food movement, 
and things or rulings which are accepted now as a matter 
of course were then looked upon as radically extreme 
and nonsensical by many manufacturers. It is signifi- 
cant that of late years Dr. Ladd has had out no cudgels 
for the canners, and we warrant that the industry as a 
whole now forgets and forgives, and takes him to its 
bosom as its warm friend, just as it does all other food 
officials. 

Whether this be entirely so or not, the following 
letter from his department, though not written by the 
Doctor, will certainly meet with approval and apprecia- 
tion by all canners, and especially by those who are seek- 
ing to extend the use of canned foods by lectures and 


other forms of publicity among the upper classes, so

Gentlemen: I note in the last issue of your journal 
that Mr. Lee had been invited to address a meeting at 
the University of Chicago. I presume his report is now 
in your hands, and I venture to predict that it is most 

~ enthusiastic as to the value of this form of advertising. 

In my humble opinion it is unfortunate that the plan 
of advertising canned foods by lectures has not been fully 
worked out, for it is the most promising field of activity 
we have for increasing the consumption of canned foods 
as a class. 

It has been my good fortune to be called upon to 
speak upon this sgbject some five times during the past 
year, before women’s clubs, scientific societies, etc., and 
and have been repeatedly surprised at the interest and 
enthusiasm aroused. 

At the meeting of the Minnesota canners last Decem- 
ber we conducted ‘a lecture and demonstration before 
the domestic science-temthers of Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
and the day following the. convention the writer addressed 
the Minneapolis Women’s Club on the same subject. Judg- 
ing from the discussion which followed these talks, and 
the discussion is always the most valuable part of a lec- 
ture of this sort, both of these meetings were highly 
successful. 

I am satisfied that if the National Canners’ Associa- 
tion would make up a list Of men so scattered throughout 
the country as to be accessible to the people, and would 
notify the Women’s Clubs of a given district that certain 
men in that district were eligible for talks on canning and 
canned foods, the response would surprise us all. We can- 
not get away from the fact that we have a subject that is 
of vital interest to every housewife, and what Dr. Krebs 
calls the principle of “Expectant Attention,” is already 
on the job working for us.

Here is too valuable an idea to allow to pass. ‘Lhe 
industry, and as suggested the National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation, ought to take up this work of appointing boards 
of public speakers in all sections of the country, who may 
be called upon by womens clubs or schools of domestic 
science for lectures on what is meant by canned foods, 
or as Dr. Barnard has said, “The Truth About Canned 
Foods.” 


Of course as soon as a suggestion of this kind is - 
made everyone thinks of the expense and how it is to be 
met; the penny is held so close to the eye that all else is 
shut out. We do not believe this means a monetary out- 
lay. It is rather a case for good management; of careful 
selction of men who will be glad to give their time and 
trouble free of charge for the good of the industry in 
which they are engaged. Among all the canners, con- 
sidering the individual members of the firms, and all the 
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canned foods brokers, there are certainly enough men 
able to prepare and deliver suitable addresses for clubs 
mentioned; and this must be so in every section. The 
thing is that the industry has never undertaken such a 
campaign of education; but it should do so. We feel 
certain the talent and ability is there in abundance; the 
question is how to marshall it in wieldy, workable style. 
It will take some trouble but it will be worth many times 
the trouble.

FAILED IN CAN CANNING IN DEERLODGE. 


In Anaconda, Montana, Mr. Shea recently attempted to 
oust Canning from the County of Deerlodge, that State. 

Mr. Shea spent some time in securing witnesses with whom 
he proposed to prove that Canning was in some way injurious 
to the county. Every effort was made to show that Canning, 
in so far as Deerlodge county was concerned, was a menace and 
not a benefit. He acted as special prosecutor, but after several 
witnesses had been on the stand, it was decided to drop the 
case, and no further complaints about Canning have been 
= and he will continue as County Attorney, as hereto- 
ore. 

Mr. Canning, for that is the gentleman’s name, had heard 
remarks or complaints which he considered reflected upon his 
conduct in office, and he appointed Mr. Shea special prosecutor 
to bring suit in the name of the county against himself (Can- 
ning) to show why he should not be displaced from office. The 
suit failed, but Mr. Shea presented a bill of $500 to the County 
Auditor for his services. Now Mr. Canning offers to pay the 


bill himself, and, like canning in all other States, proves him- 
self a good fellow.

As Brokers View The Market | 


Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., March 25th, 1916. 

Interest in tomatoes for future delivery is keen, not be- 
cause of any increase in the buying of them this week as com- 
pared with the week previous, but because of the continued 
strength of the market prices all along the line. The newspa- 
pers this week published further reports of large contracts for 
canned foods being made, or about to be made, with American 
and Canadian canners for shipment to the Allies, and we en- 
close an extract from the Baltimore Sun of March 28rd on this 
subject which may interest you. Personally, we have no knowl- 
edge of any contracts of this character being placed with, or 
offered to, the canners in this section, up to this date, but there 
is something more substantial about these rumors than there 
was to similar rumors set afloat at various times since the war 
abroad started. We have said heretofore that there is enough 
intrinsic value in the goods to warrant conservative buying 
without speculative consideration. 

The enclosed clipping will have a strong bearing on the 
market for spot tomatoes if the purchases are to be made for 
shipment during the time intervening between now and the 
next coming season, but we must “first catch the hare.”’ There 
is another matter which is entitled to more consideration, per- 
haps, as bearing on the spot tomato situation, namely, our 
Mexican troubles. When the Spanish-American war broke out 
the United States Government bought tomatoes in large quanti- 
ties, which started an immediate advance in prices. Uncle 
Sam’s soldiers must be kept well-fed, and tomatoes are still, we 
believe, in the list of rations. To date, however, there have 
been no intimations of buying from that quarter. At this time 
the market appears to be in buyer’s favor. 

For the other lines of canned vegetables the buying in- 
creased this week, not in large lots, but in the size and number 
of the usual daily assorted orders, and the goods were more 
widely scattered. Spinach, string beans, corn and low-priced 
peas were wanted, but the other items were neglected. Saur- 
kraut declined. Spinach and corn for future delivery are fairly 


active, and are worth attention. Other items for future de- 
livery are inactive. 


Pears and extra white cherries were again fairly active this 
week, and the cherries in heavy syrup are pretty well cleaned 
up. The usual spring demand for berries of all kinds is ex- 
pected to commence shortly. 

Cove oysters are firmer under a light demand. Herring 
roe is fairly active, both spots and futures.

Tomatoes.—There has been no change in the situation on 
tomatoes since our last advices. Jobbers are quick to pick up 
any bargains that are being offered. As an evidence of this, 
the car of No. 3 tomatoes in lacquared cans, offered in our last 
list, was sold as soon as our circular reached the trade, and we 
have since received about a half-dozen orders for the same car. 
The market is nominally $1.00 for 3s, 77%c for 2s, and $3.25 
for 10s, In some instances these prices have been shaded a 
little where a packer had a remnant of a car or so to clean up. 
The larger packers are not disposed to cut the prices and are 
holding firm. It is pretty generally admitted that the jobbers 
are letting their stocks run down to practically the last case 
before ordering more, and with the best consuming months 


still ahead of us, we look for a healthy demand to spring up 
at any time. 


Th demand for future tomatoes has slacked off a little, 
but a great many packers are already sold up to the limit. We 
can still buy good, reliable brands at 80c for 3s, 60c for 2s, 
and $2.40@2.45 for 10s f. o. b. Maryland factories. 

Corn.—We are having a continued good demand for whole 
grain corn, which is getting pretty well cleaned up. Future 
corn is selling well, especially the whole grain varieties, and a 
number of packers are sold up to the limit. We can offer good 
standard Shoepeg at 67%c and fancy quality at 75@77%c. 
We can buy regular standard Maine style at 67%c, extra 
standard at 65c, and Country Gentleman at 75c, all f. o. b.

As the feed fingers (2), attached to the feed chains (3) advance through the feed-table, (moving the ears in front of them 
as shown), the fingers (2) encounter the ear movers (1) in their paths, and push the ear movers from Position A over to 
Position B. The small steel studs which are in the ear movers fasten into the husks on the lower side of the ears, and carry the 
ears over to the gauges (4 and 6), which stop the ears at the upper end of the last row of kernels. This operation is repeated 
by second pair of ear movers, after which the ears are firmly held in the gauges by the pitch plates (5) so that the butts will be 
cut up to the kernels, and free the inner tender husks. As soon as the butt is against the gauges in proper position to be cut, 
then the studs merely pass through the husks and do not move the ear further. 

An extra feed chain (3A) which carries the fingers (2A) is attached to the outside of the feed table. The butt of the ear 
sticks through the gauges (4 and 6) and rests in front of the feed fingers (2) (which are set slightly in advance of the other feed 
fingers, (2) to allow for the difference between the diameter of the ear and the diameter of the butt). This finger (2A) supports 
the butt and prevents the ear from turning either on the feed table or in the knives (7 and 8). This outter chain is carried on 
sprockets (9 and 10) and of course is completely guarded, though shown without guard in the drawing. 

As the ear movers are under the ears, they act on every ear regardless of shape or size, placing an ear fed as much as 4 
inches away from the gauges in perfect alignment with the knives. All butts are cut correctly without wasting corn, and the 
ears positively cannot turn on the feed table.
